The 
oncc-a-year preoccupation p& Its 
citizens with tinsel, evergreens, 
and lights brings about a splen­ 
dor transforming small and 
large homes alike Into colorful 
Jewels warm and Inviting.

Now is the time for Torrance 
citizens to begin hatching Ideas 
to brighten their homes in keep­ 
ing with the Yuletide season, 
for the annual outdoor Christ­ 
mas decoration contest spon­ 
sored by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Torrance Terrace 
Garden Club Is now in fui: 
swing. Competition began last 
Wednesday an d will continue 
through Dec. 22.

General Electric holiday light- 
p.ig experts have listed the fol­ 
lowing basic suggestions which 
can mean an attractive, yet 
economical decoration for your 
home:

1, Decide what exterior fea­ 
tures you want to em­ 
phasize - the high pitch 
of roof or gables, shrub­ 
bery, front door, or view 
window. 

1. Determine the quality of

wire, sockets, and lamps 
needed. Weatherproof 
cord, socket fixtures, and 
plugs should be used out­ 
doors.

3. Check -the condition of 
string sets and devices, 
and replace worn, broken, 
or frayed parts.

4. Aids for holiday lighting 
are strings, festoons, 
stars, projector flood 
lamps, molded plastic 
Santa faces and canes, 
electric candles, wreaths, 
and sif-ns.

USE INDIVIDUALITY , 
How to combine these pro­ 

ducts Into effective displays is 
a matter of individual taste. The 
lighting experts, however, have 
designed some specific displays 
which will, help.

Begin at the door, where noth­ 
ing la more effeqtlve than n 
handsome wreath of Christmas 
greens. Highlight it by placing 
a projector floodlight in a swiv- 
 1-typc holder aiid point it so 
(hat It shows up the deep greer 
of the wreath and blankets the 
doorway in a soft white light 

Shubbcry or small trees lend 
themselves to the conventional 
treatment with outdoor strings.

Try using solid colors on some 
rees, or patterns of two colors. 

All blue lights, except for a few 
white accents, are particularly 
'ffective.

Newel- homes without benefit 
of shrubbery often present a 
iroblem when it comes to holi­ 

day lighting. One solution is to, 
entwine colored outdoor strings 

if lights and evergreen fsstoons, 
and framing a window, fas­ 
ten it to the house In the shape 

giant tree. For a' "tree 
within a tree" design, spot your 
Indoor tree in the same window. 

ACCENT LINES
Homes with Interesting archi­ 

tectural lint's particularly lend 
themselves to artistic yet dig­ 
nified decorations.

of the easiest methods 
and one which accents the lines 
of a home is to floodlight the 

'hole house in a soft blue light. 
Projector floodlights (150 watt> 
using blue glass covers, can be 
concealed In low shrubbery on 
the front lawn.

Another popular way to show 
off the lines and planes of a 
house is to outline re 
gables with strings 'of colored 
outdoor bulbs and garlands oi 
greens. Festoons and strings 
are sold In lengths up to 100

sockets, or you can make your 
own with outside-type wire and 
pin-type sockets.

USE WINDOWS 
Windows, especially picture 
indows, have tne versatility of 

a stage and ca» reflect any 
mood or setting that you, the 
itage manager, want. They can 

serve simply as, a window to 
ihow off the festive Interior of 
your home, or as tho highligh 
of your outdoor lighting scheme 

A "snowflakc" window can be 
made by outlining top and sides 
uf a rectangular-shaped window 
with colored outdoor Christmas 
lights covered with crlnklec 
mcta) foil. Then cut lacy white 
mow-flake outlines from paper 

doilies or napkins and fasten 
to the inside of window. Seen 
from the outside, the llvingroom 
Christmas tree is dramatically 
framed by king-size snowflakes 

If you have an unusually at 
tractive window, just outline i 
with strings of lights to forn 
a perfect frame for the family 
Christmas tree. Balance
